"This very night is the one we have aill awaited for six long 
decades.

Now, there are only six ‘dark' ones» This very night, 
we are assured throughout the world, good definitely kas triumphed 
over evil on the astral plano surrounding the earth. Naturally, 
you can realize the joy each mombcr of this Great Order is ox- 
periencing here at this moment. Already, overywhere in the world 
the Members of this Order who are accounted worthy of wearing the 
White Robe have been informed of this great, long-expected Sign. 
At this very moment, they, too, are rejoicing with us» 


"This table will not be placed here again. It is sufficient 
to know the White Forces have gained the ascendancy ovor the 
Forces of Darimesse Until we definitely have entered the Millen- 
nium, the right to know more than that is not given to those in 
the flesh» 


"But we do know we now are living in the time of the må -- 
living in the end of the old order. Naturally, this means to the 
Individual that we already have started to live in the NEW. 


"I realize the mass-minded are still existing very positivoly 
in the old order. What they have experienced thus far is nothing 
in cofiparison to what they will experience in the future, and this 
future is at their very doors.

At the proper time, they are callod 
for some great, unseen wrke After a short, but refreshing period 
of rest, they will work with the White Forces in bringing about tho 
Will of Destiny among the tocming millions of mass-minded, which 
constitute the human race on earth. 


"Remember this: Whether in the physical body or out of it in 
so-called death, an Individual has much work to do et this time.

Part Two 


There were two weeks left before new students would arrive at 
the Monastery of Aquarius for another ei ght-weeks' study session. 
During these tw weeks, the Members of the Order at tho Monastery 
énjoyed an opportunity to study, do research work and to meditate 
without interruption. 


Also, during this particular yearly 14-day period, the ہ1167‎ 
ices who had remained for special instruction wero able to get 
started on some of their special studies. This was necessary, be- 
cause when the new studonts arrived, each of the Novices was to 
teach a class dealing with a subject in which he was well-versed. 


The first place of instruction (of all places) was the 
Monastery kitchen -- or rather. a special room just off the huge 
kitchen, This was known as the "milk and heney" roomse It was 
affectionately called this becauso butter (secured from milk) and 
honey were combined in just the right proportion to form what was 
celled the "Elixir of Life" -- for short, "Elixir." 


Fresh, unsalted butter was brought tc this room. Then it was 
melted in water. Approximately five times as much warm water in 
proportion to the butter was added. The water and butter wero 
then heated just sufficiently for the butter to molt complotely 
and flcat on the water in the farm cf an oil» Thon the mixture 
was stirred vigorously and set aside until the water and butter 
were cold. Next, the butter was skimmed off tho top of the water. 
The butter, now in the farm of a heavy fat, was free from all 
milk and casein. 


To one pound of this purifiod buttor fat two pounds of pure 
honey wero added» This was heated sufficiently for them to melt 
enough to be easily mixed together by stirrings The heated (not 
hot) "Elixir" was then poured into containers similar to fruit 


jars and placed in the refrigeratore 


"We have been making this ‘Elixir of Life'," explained 
Brother Barnabas, in charge of the group, "fcr many, many years» 
All of you Novicos have noticed the 'Elixir' was on the dining 
table for both the morning and noon-day meals- All of the Members 
of the Order here at the Monastery use the 'HElixir’ at least once 
a day. I have observed that most cf the Novices use it only at 
the morning meal and somo not at alle 


"You probably did not notice that the Members of the Order 
only use a certain amount, usually about a generous tablespoonful 
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once a days A little more than this would not be too much, pro~ 
viding the Individual is using good judgment about the other im- 
portant things of lifo» 


"The stomach of the ordinary mass-minied person probably 
would be upset almost constantly by the high vibrations of the 
'Rlixir'. Even Individuals often experience difficulty with it at 
first. In a case of this kind, the amount of ‘Elixir’ must be re- 
dueed to where no unpleasantness results from its use- Then the 
quantity can be increased gradually until the full amount can be 
taken with a meal without unpleasant after-effects." 


At this point, one of the Novices asked: "If, at the very 
beginning, a person can use the full amount of the 'Elixir' with- 
out unpleasant gastric results, wouldn't that indicate the porson 
is well on the Peth of Individuality"? 


"No, it ronlly wouldn't," replied Brother Barnabas. "It 
night only indicate the person was addicted to sweets and cortain 
rich foods. Or perhaps," added the Brother with a smile, "it 
might indicate the person possessed a ‘cast-iron' constitution! 


"The '"Elixir' is not only food for the body, but it also is 
especially a food for tho mind. And for those who are desirous of 
EXPANDING Spiritually, it actually is a focà for the Soul. 


"The 'Elixir' is a highly concentrated substance. In fact, 
it is so highly concentrate it always should be taken with other 
food. A glass of milk or fruit juice would suffice. 


"The convenient way, of course, is to take the 'Elixir' at 
either the morning of noon-day meal. Sone of the older Members of 
the Order here find it supplies them with so much energy physical- 
ly, they never think of cating at noon-tine- 


"In addition to the '"Elixir' made of pure, strained honey and 
oil of butter, we have what we cell 'Doublo Blixir'- It is not 
double strength, as you might think, but there are two other sub- 
stances added to it- These two additional materials are beeswax 
and FORMIC ACID» 


"The formic acid is in the 'ecap' cf the honeycombe When the 
cell is finally filled, it is capped. This seal is rich in formic 
acids There also is formic acid in the wax in the walls of the 
colls». It is said about 1% of comb honey (comb and honey) is 
fcrmic acid. 


"Until an Individual is able to digest easily the single 
strength Elixir! it is not wise to partake of the "Double Blixir'- 
This should be done as soon as the ‘physical man' has adjusted it- 
self to the high vibrations of the single 'Elixir'. This is noces- 
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sary for two reasons: The ecb (cr beeswax itself) contains cer- 
tain benefits to the digostive tract; tho formic acid has a power- 
ful, cleansing, renovating and revitalizing effect on the entire 
body, especially upon the blood, brain and nervous system. 


"Formic acid is what hurts when you are stung by 2 bee. The 
stinger of a bee is very, very tiny. The amount of formic acid 
actually thrust through tho skin on the stinger is an excoedingly 
minute quantity». Yet, mo doubt, you have seen a hard welt raise 
where a person has been stung by a bee. That will give you some 
conception of how really powerful this acid ise 


"But when this same formic acid enters the human system via 
the digestive tract, it doem't act as it does when it is injected 
into the body through the skin, although until ycu actually raise 
your vibrations to it, it may cause considerable unpleasantness in 
the stomachs However, the single 'Elixir' also contains a small 
amount of formic acid. And if the vibraticns of the body are 
raised to where no unpleasant effects are experienced with the 
single 'Elixir', before not too long a time, you can consune 
‘Double Elixir' with the same ability- 


"Some of the older Novices (men arcund or past middle life) 
who come to the Monastery to reside for a poricd of time, are af- 
flioted with long-standing physical ailments. after they have boon 
here for several menths, or havo adjusted thomselves tc the high 
vibrations of the sirg le 'Elixir’ the Brother Physician of the 
Monastery puts them on tho 'Deuble Elixir’. Sometimes they remain 
on the "Double Elixir’ fer several yoars, or until the old, 
chronic ecndi tion has been removed omtirely- Fcermic acid ndminis- 
tered in this way often works miracles in purifying, renovating 
and fortifying the human body. 


"Here is a jar cf cach type of 'Elixir' -- single and doubl 0e 
You will notice there is quite a difference in appearance, also 
considerable difference in constituency» 


"When either the single or "Double Elixir’ is taken, the 
same amount is taken -- a generous tablespconful once a day at 
moeal-timo. 


"Neither 'Elixir' is evor takon at the evening meal. Each 
contains so much cnergy it wuld tend to keep one awnke.e The 
best tine is always in the morning, as this supplies physical, 
mental and spiritual energy for the day." 


One cf the Novices asked: "Couldn't a perscn save much time, 
especially out in the world, by just eating the required amount 
of honey and then half that much butter"? 

"Yes, replied Brother Barnabas» "You could save a certain 
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amount of time anû you would obtain beneficial results with either 
the single or ‘Double Elixir’. You can even use salted butter and 
get results. But if at all possible, it is best to take the time 
to prepare the 'Elixir' in the way I have just explained. 


"Many times when our Members travel about the earth, ospecial- 
ly in warm climates, the way you suggest is the only means to ob- 
tain tho 'Elixir'» It is considered to have about half the usual 
value when taken this way». Even if you took twice as much, you 
still would not get full beneficial results» 


"Because of the oil of butter that is presmt, the 'Elixir' 
will become rancid in warm climates in a very short time» Because 
of the powerful formic acid it contains, the ‘Double Elixir’ will 
retain its value much longer» For this reason, when any of our 
Brothers go on a journey, they usually take with them a generous 
supply of the latter -- ‘Double Elixir'- 


"Right hero, let me caution you: Be very, very careful 
never to partake of rancid butter, any place, or at any time» You 
can tell if it is becoming rancid by both its taste ond odor- In 
rancid butter, a chemical, old-age action is taking place. In- 
troducing it into the body simply mems you are taking into the 
body concentrated old ago» 


"When the Brothers are travelling and their supply of 'Elixir' 
runs out, they either resort to eating comb honey with the correct 
amount of butter, or they find someplace where they can prepare a 
new supply of the "Double Elixir'. If they are to be located at 
any onc place for even a short time, they can easily arrange to 
make either the single or "Double Elixir’ in the prescribed manncr, 
using fresh, unsalted butter» Honey and butter (but not always 
butter from the cow) usually can be procured anymore in the world, 
providing, of course, one can pay the price asked. Our Monbers 
always are able to do that -- they are developed in all Five De- 
partments of Life, which includes the Financial. 


“Always remenber that each of you, as an Individual, is the 
most important thing in this world. You wouldn't think of depriv- 
ing another Individual of his 'Elixir of Life’, would you? Of 
course not! Then, since you are an Individual, be certain you đe- 
prive yourself of nothing that is valuablce 


"If you are easily tampted to deprive yourself of the 
NECESSITIES of an Individual, then the White Forces never will be 
able to use you to any apprecisble extent in thoir Great Work. 
This will not only mean a great loss to them and to other Indivi- 
duals, but a terrific loss to you as well."

"Not cvery normal person vibrates to the one-hcur alternation. 
Some make the change every 45 minutes, others cvery l$ or 2 hours. 
It really doesn't make any difference, previding oach flow is ap- 
proximately the same length» 


"But great difficulty dcos arise if the flow through one 
nostril is much longer than it is thrcugh tho other. If theflow 
is much greater through the left nostril than it is through the 
right, that unfortunate person will possess a lamb-like nature. 
He will be negative, 'pious', and es a rule, be in poor health. 


"I? the flow of broath is mostly through the right nostril, 
that person will be cursed with a lion-liku nature» He will be 
rashly positive, cver-bearing, nervous, irritable, and as ج‎ rule, 
will not live out his allotted number cf years. 


"Any human being can be normal only with an equal period of 
flow first through one nestril and then tho other. Now, if the 
flow of breath through one nostril and then the other is increasod 
to two hours, then threo, then four, and so on, after a time the 
broath cycle can be inercased in longth fron one hour to 12 hours. 
A person then would breathe through cne nostril for 12 hours, thon 
change and breathe through the other one for 12 hcurs, and thus 
continue to altemate as before, but cn a 12-hour cycle. 


"But thore is no advantage in changing the cycle from 1 hour 
in length to 12 hours unless one knows when to make the change. 
This is very simple. You breathe through the left nostril during 
the day -- let us soy frem six in the morning until six in the 
evenings Then yeu change and breathe through the right nostril 
all night -- from six in the evening until six in the morning.

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"The Sun rules the day; the Mcon rules the night, even though

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or the hea i un and the coldness of the Mocn. By doing 
this, we soon normalize our lives in every Department of Life. ' 


"Only after we have made this change do wo actually become 
master of these vibrations. Until that tino they master us. Un- 
til we make this change those powerful forces work against use 
When we make the change they work with us. From then on we ex- 
perience no difficulty in living LIFE. 


"The change from the one-hour cycle to the 12-hour cycle 
Should not be done suddenly. Allow several months. Start each 
morning upon arising and olcso the right nostril for two hours. 
At the same time in the evening close the loft nestril for an 
equal length cf timo. After n while increesc the time to three 
hours, then four, and so on until you ere functioning cn the 12- 
hcur cycles. 


"This can be done easily. Simoly stop the nostril with a 
small piece of cotton which has been saturated with oil. The cot- 
ton is just as cffective dry, but not alwnys quite so pleasant." 


"Of course,” said Brothor Jose, "you six Novices arc very 
young» Naturally, you woultm't notice any return to youth in your 
bodies as a result of practicing the 'Firo of Life Exertise', as 
we call it. It never should bo done before the age of twenty- 

But if you did begin to practice it now, at your presont age, you 
most certainly would remain in an ‘Evergreen' state physically for 
docades to come, providing you were feithful in tho other simplo 
practices of the Order also."

Breakfast had just been served at the Monastery. As a re- 
sult of the previous day's hike into the mountains, Bob Workman 
and the other Novices were now experiencing a little unpleasant 
physical after-effects. 


Brother Hosea and Brother Jose were in excellent condition. 
They exhibited not the slightest evidence of any weariness, either 
in mind or body, from the trip. 


Bob and his roommate had taken the pack sacks and the con- 
tents to their room the evening before. After breakfast they went 
up and got them. Then with Brother Hosea they proceeded to the 
Monastery "lab," where they were introduced to Brother Salvador, 
who was in charge of all the laboratory and assaying work of the 
Monastery of Aquarius. 


Brother Salvador had been away on business for the Brother- 
hood for several months- He had returned especially for the great 
reunion dinner, and experienced the event of lighting the Seven 
Candles at "The Table of Revelation."

Previous to entering the Order, Brother Salvador had been the 
wealthy and widely~known Dr. of London.

Everyone who possessed the slightest sense of humor knew this 
story wasn't true. However, the rumor he could turn lead into 


gold spread among his charity patients. Before long they not 
only demanded his services as a physician, but commanded gold 
from him as well. When the gold was not forthcoming he was in- 
sulted, often maliciously. 


One day he gave a farewell dinner party, and announced that 
since he had turned all the lead in London into gold, he was go- 
ing to take a long vacation and "travel in foreign lands." A few 
intimate friends received short messages from him occasionally 
after his departure- As he journeyed farther away, the messages

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Brother Salvador was a very affable man. In a few minutes 
he and the Novices were on such easy terms it appeared they were 
old friends. 


Brother Hosea left the Novices in Brother Salvador's care 
and withdrew to take care of other duties. 


"Let us open the pouches," suggested Brother Salvador, "and 
pour their contents into this container." 


The Novices did this. They were amazed to discover the peb- 
bles they had brought home from the mountains were not rocks, but 
nuggets of gold.

"It was fortunate you didn't,” laughed Brother Salvador. 
"The thought of "'guarding it' might have kept you awake all night? 


"Then there really is gold in those mountains?" questioned 
one of the Novices. 


"I presume there is," replied Brother Salvador casually. 
"Whenever the Monastery needs money, Brothers Hosea and Jose go to 
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the mountains and bring back a load. This one is small in com- 
parison to what they usually bring when they go alone. I suppose 
they didn't want to weigh you boys down too much» They knew you 
were not accustomed to mountain climbing and thin air." 


"Does anyone beside Brother Hosea and Brother Jose know the 
location of the mine?" questioned another Novice. 


"I don't think anyone else knows where it is," replied 
Brother Salvador. "But I understand there is a sealed envelope in 
the Monastery vault, which contains a map and instructions on how 
to locate the mine in case it would be necessary. But these two 
good Brothers have been horc for more than three-quarters of a 
century, and as long as they remain with us, wo shall have no need 
to open the onvelopo 


After a silence, one of the Novices exclaimed: "With an ab- 
undance of gold in its possession, the Monastery of Acquarius 
could establish other monasteries all over the civilized world, 
to teach Individuals everywhere the Ways of life." 


"That is very true," replied Brother Salvador. "This great 
Order could establish monasteries everywhere, but this one Monas- 
tery is ablo to take care of all the Individuals who are ready 
for Mystical Instruction In fact, we are prepared to handle 
nearly a dozon timos as many novices as over come here for in- 
struction But the numhor is increasing, which is gratifying, 


"And now," continued Brother Salvador, "I did not invite you 
here only to show you what gold nuggets, molten gold or gold bars 
are like, although I was confidant you would be interested. The 
real purpose was to discuss with you how to obtain the kind of 
GOLD which cannot be lost or stolen from you, at least, not with- 
out your consent.» 


"When we compare your ages to those of the Brothers here at 
the Monastery, you six Novices are quite young: As you probably 
know, your combined ages do not nearly avproach the age of 
Brother Hosea or Brother Jose. And yet, they actually are younger 
than you are physically and twice as alert mentally Well, there 
mist be a reason for this 'svergreen youth-' I wish each of you 
Noviges would give me your reason for their mental and physical 
youth» Let me have your expressions. Take your time and do not 
hesitate to speak your mind. Remember, we are all friends." 


After the Novices had studiously pondered the matter for 
some time, each in turn gave his reason, as follows: 


(1) "The Brothors live Correctly." 
(2) "They cat the right kind and quantity of food and drink 


a proper amount of liquid cach day." 


(3) "The Brothors are careful to obtain the proper amount 
of rest, rocreation and oxorcise, and breathe correctly." 


(4) "They use their minds constructively and thus avoid all 
negative thoughts and thinking." 


(5) "Tho Brothers live omotional lives, but experience only 
the good emotions such as joy, love, happiness, zeal, 
fervor, enthusiasm." 


(6) "It is all these things, plus semething else," remarked 
the sixth Novice. "I am not certain what that scmethine 
else is, but I am confident it is a mystical practice 
that harmonizes the Spiritual with the Mental and 
Physical." 


"I am proud of all of ycu," exclaimed Brother Salvador. "Al- 
together, you are about 10 correct» You gave all the highlights 
of 'Evergreen Youth' but not the details. 


"Now a pound of gcld, such as we have been werking with tc- 
day, is worth about $500.00; a pound of lead is worth only 10¢. 
If you could change even one pound of lead inte gold once a month, 
you would consider ycursolf exceedingly fortunate. 


"When a person is in a mass-minded condition, he is Spirit- 
ually, Mentally and Physically, just 'lead.' But the moment ho 
begins to assume Individuality ho bogins to transmute the ۰۶۰ 
in those throe Departmonts cf Life into GOLD: Of coursc, at first 
the transmutation is only slight, but whon it is dene intelligent- 
ly and zealously that person soon beccmes & Budding Individual. 


"The difference between a Budding Individual and an INDIVI- 
DUAL is simply this: The INDIVIDUAL has transmuted mere 'lead! 
inte GOLD. When gold is seid to be '14-carsts fine," it means 
there are 14 carats of gold and 10 carats cf alloy. The Mass-- 
minded are all 'alloy«' A Budding Individual is one who has less 
than 14 carats of Spiritual GOLD in his life» An INDIVIDUAL is 
one who, let us say, has more than 14 carats. 


"As you know, pure gold is 24-carats fine. That is what 
every INDIVIDUAL is striving for -- a GOLDEN LIFE, '24-carats 
fine'. Of course, ne human being in the flesh has ever realized 
that perfection, but INDIVIDUALS are getting nearer and nearer to 
the goal all the time. 


"Only through the Spiritual Department of Life can this won- 
derful TRANSMUTATION be made. Man cannot do it by himself, no 
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more than a man lift himself by his bootstraps- But through the 
cooperation of the Spirit it can be done- It requires a Super- 
natural Force and a Supernatural Substance» The substance we 
shall call GOLDEN MANNA. 


"Now this Marvelous Manna does not materialize every day as 
did the manna which fed the Children of Israel in their forty 
years of wandering. This MANNA from the SPIRIT ‘falls! only once 
in 28 days» It materializes 13 times per year, or rather, exactly 
13 times in 364 days. 


"In the mass-minded person, the GOLDEN MANNA 'falls through!’ 
his Spiritual Department of Life like liquid gold through a sieves 
A little of the MANNA may lodge in the Mental Department, but 
most of it passes directly down into the Physical; and there it is 
rudely dissipated. 


"A Budding Individual is a person who has started to build 
up all Five Departments of his Life. There-fore, 13 times a year, 
when the GOLDEN MANNA manifests itself within him it is used by 
the Budding Individual to EXPAND himself Spiritually and Mentally 
and to YOUTHIFY himself Physically. Like the Budding Individual », 
INDIVIDUAL does exactly the same thing. Only, as we explained 
before, the INDIVIDUAL has transmuted much more ‘lead! (or 
‘alloy') into GOLD than has the Budding Individual. 


"Now let me tell how 'Evergreon Youth! is brought about in 
the Spiritual, Mental and Physical Departments of Life. 


"As I have said, every 28 days, or 13 times each year, 
SPIRITUAL MANNA of LIFE materializes in every man and woman, 14 
years of age or older. This occurs to the end of life, regardless 
of how long the person may live. 


"Any person, even though he is still mass-minded, who has 
been absolutely continent for a short period of time (even two or 
three wecks) will retain much of the SPIRITUAL MANNA when it mat- 
erializes- Then every 28 days from the time it materialized, 
after the person began to 'retain his SEED-' Ho will receive a 
new supply. And this is most interesting: From then on, if that 
fortunate person has uscd tho MANNA to EXPAND his 8 iritual, Men- 
tal and Physical Departments of Life, cach time he (or she) will 
receive an increasingly larger supply, until at the end of onc 
yoar (13 manifestations of the Manna) he actually will be receiv- 
ing an abundance. 


"The Brothers here at the Monastery cat very little food, 
becsuse what they do eat is good, simple, wholesome food, plus the 
‘Elixir’ you already know about. But the greatest reason for this 
Small consumption of physical food is duc to the fact that they 
retain and use the GOLDEN MANNA for food for the body. 
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"However, merely abstaining from all sexual activity is not 
sufficient for Youthification of Spirit, Mind and Body. It is 
adequate for the first three months, but then the Budding Indivi- 
dual must practice all of the 'requirements' you six Novices 
enumerated when we began this discussion. 


"Many a Budding Individual also is retarded in his EXPANSION 
simply because he is not actually purposefully and definitely 
putting to use the GOLDEN MANNA in his life and affairs. In or- 
der to use all of it, a person must be ENTHUSIASTIC about self-- 
improvement and in every Department of Life. He mist start at 
once and apply with zeal all he knows about this wonderful work 
of tEvergroen Youth' and this regardless of the extent of his 
knowledge. Remember: 'To him that hath shall be given-' 


"The Brother Superior had you Novices accompany Brother 
Hosea and Brother Jose to the mountains yesterday, not to bring 
back this paltry bit of metal called gold, but so you could ob- 
serve REAL GOLD in these two INDIVIDUALS. As you look back over 
yesterday's trip, I think you now realize these two Brothers de- 
finitely have partaken of the ‘Evergreen Life." 


"Renewed youth has come much slower with them than it would 
had they started at fifty years sooner. But one never is too oli 
to start, never too old to obtain gratifying results if he pro- 
ceeds in continency with zeal, fervor and enthusiasm. 


"I imagine twenty-five years from now these two ٢۶ 
Brothers will be twenty-five years younger than they are today. 


"Right now," suggested Brother Salvador, "I believe would . 
be a good time for you Novices to ask some questions. Let's have 
the first one." 


"I would like to ask," questioned one of the Novices, "why 
so many clergymen who have been unmarried and been celibates all 
their lives are decrepit, cantankerous and irritable when they 
reach the age of 60 or 70, often as early as 50?" 


Brother Salvador replied: "It is because the SEED -~ GOLDEN 
MANNA -- has been falling on ‘barron ground-' Remember, in order 
to renow Life, you mst use the MANNA in a THREE-FOLD way -- for 
Spiritual, Mental and Physical YOUTHIFICATION- If this is done, 
no man, whether businessman or clergyman, will ever become, as 
you say, ‘decrepit, cantankerous and irritable.'" 


Another Novice asked: "Have you ever had the opportunity to 
observe beneficial effects among strictly mass-minded men?" 


"I had a splendid opportunity to make just such an observa 
tion," replied Brother Salvador, "while I was in the Royal Navy as 
a physician» r 
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"When we started on a cruise, after having been in port for 
a considerable length of time, our men weren't any too alert and 
most of their duties were drudgery to them. But after we had been 
away from 'civilization' for some time (as wes the case on a long 
cruise) I observed after one month, our sailors and officers 
showed the most remarkable signs of physical well-being and a 
marked improvement in mental alertness: And some of the men even 
showed signs of EXPANDING Spiritually. At the end of two months 
the results were amazing. But I am sad to say that at the first 
port of call, all, or nearly all of these beneficial effects were 
dissipated. It was these observations that interested me in this 
wonderful work of rejuvenation, regeneration, revitalization and 
youthification through the use of the GOLDEN MANNA." 


Here, Brother Salvador paused for the next question- 


"If a man were to consistantly retain his SEED all the days 
of his life," remarked another Novice, "then he really shouldn't 
marry, should he?" 


Brother Salvador answered: "In these days, whether one 
marries or not is naturally up to the Individual. But there is 
absolutely no reason why a Budding Individual or an INDIVIDUAL 
should not marry if he so chooses. If he had been absolutely 
continent for several years and then married, in all probability, 
all his offspring would be robust, intelligent, sons and 
daughters. The sons probably would outnumber the daughters two to 
one, or perhaps they would all be sons. 


"Twenty-eight days after ‘conception,’ the masculine Indivi- 
dual would be retaining and transmating his SEED -- GOLDEN MANNA 
-- into THREE-FOLD LIFE again. And even if the Individual became 
the father of six offspring, this would only take six times 28 
days of THREE-FOLD EXPANSION out of his LIFE. This would be less 
than six months' time, and what is six months, or even a year out 
of a lifetime? 


"Now, let me explain the situation from the female point of 
view» In women, from the time menstruation commences (usually 
about the age of 14) until it ceases at the age of about 40, only 
half the MANNA that materializes can be retained. And then of 
course, this is so only if the woman is virtuous and continent and 
enthusiastic about EXPANSION into all Five Departments of Life. 
However, it is said that during the period of conception, if the 
woman is strictly continent, and is active and interested in the 
Five-Fold Selfimprovement, she will very rapidly progress on the 
Path of Individuality and her offspring will be far above the 
average in every way» 


"After a woman has reached her fortieth year, or rather, 
after the menopause has definitely ceased (known as the ‘change of 
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life’) then, like the male Individual, if she is on the Upward 
Path and remains absolutely continent, every 28 days she receives 
a new full supply of GOLDEN MANNA. And, like the Male Individual, 
if she USES IT for Spiritual and Mental EXPANSION and Physical 
YOUTHIFICATION, she receives a greater and still greater supply 
each 28 days." 


Another Novice remarked: "Twenty-eight days is a Lunar 
cycle. I was wondering if there is any connection between this 
‘moon-cyecle' and the materialization of the MANNA in the male and 
female every 28 days." 


"There is a definite connection,” replied Brother Salvador. 
"And there is a formula for accurately calculating it. But this 
information never is given to the mass-minded and not even to the 
Budding Individuale This is not done for the simple reason that 
the temptation to wait to do important things only after the MANNA 
‘fell! lat the end of each 28 days) would be so strong, three 
weeks out of four would be devoted to inactivity and waiting by 
most Budding Individuals. 


"The correct procedure is to put forth much effort for EXPAN- 
SION in all Five Departments of Life every day with zeal, fervor 
and enthusiasm» And then, when the day o A-festation does 
appear, you will receive a double supply." 


"What about the Individual who indulges in nicotine and al- 
cohol?" asked another Novice». "Is he able to transmute the MANNA 
into an EXPANDED LIFE?" 


"Only to a certain point of EXPANSION," replied Brother 
Salvador. "And then he becomes 'earthbound! and can progress no 
farther until these impediments to progress are removed." 


"It seems to me," remarked another Novice, "an Individual'ts 
Spiritual, Mental and Physical vibrations would be greatly ac- 
celerated in, say, one year's time, by enthusiastically leading 
the ‘Evergreen Life-' Is that true?" 


"I am glad you mentioned this," said Brother Salvador. "You 
are quite right in your assumption. In one year, the GOLDEN MANNA 
has manifested 13 times. Even though he has only recently made 
the start, an Individual can in that short length of time experi- 
ence wonderful EXPANSION. All his vibrations will be increased 
greatly. But let me add: This increase of vibration often be- 
comes very annoying to a person whose vibrations are of a dif- 
ferent ‘wave length-e' The interesting part is, the offending vi- 
bration always is experienced by persons of the opposite sex» For 
this reason, when a man and his wife begin to take on Individual- 
ity they often 'clash' -- the vibrations actually neutralize each 
other a wire from the positive pole to the negative pole of a 
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storage battery and what happens? The battery 'goes dead' in no 
time. It is called a ‘short cirouit.'! 


"A "short circuit' among the mass-minded is not at all 
serious» They have so many 'shorts' one more makes very little or 
no difference- But this is not so with the Budding Individual and 
the INDIVIDUAL. The Budding Individuals -- man and wife -- should 
not be in too close physical contact with each other for any 
length of time» But this is no problem -- they simply arrange to 
occupy separate beds: However, among INDIVIDUALS, separate rooms 
should bo arranged. This is only right. An INDIVIDUAL is en- 
titled to at least the privacy of his or her own room» 


While I was in the Royal Navy I became aware that not all 
the good the men experienced by being away from women was due to 
leading a continent life. Part of the good was due to removal 
from the clashing vibrations between male and female. 


"Regardless of their development as Individuals, the vibra- 
tions of females never clash with the vibrations of other women. 
For this reason, it is perfectly right for a mother and daughter 
to occupy the same room, even the same bed. Likewise, from a 
standpoint of vibration, it is not at all detrimental for sons to 
share their father's room, or even his bed. But, individual beds 
for every member of the family, no matter how young or old, is the 
New Age procedure. 


"When I practiced medicine years ago in London I often was 
able to bring about the most wonderful ‘cures! simply by separat- 
ing the two sexs into separate beds. In this way, Sickly per-. - 
sons would take on an abundance of New Life. But, of course, they 
attributed all the benefit they received to the rather unpleasant 
medicine I prescribed for them." 


Another Novice asked: “Are any of the Brothers of the White 
Robe, here at the Monastery, married?" 


"Most of them were married once upon a time," answered
